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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 5-7, & 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jambor. 
Jambor (6,053,568) discloses a top for a convertible vehicle, comprising a rigid moveable 

roof part (leftmost roof part 3 as seen in Figure 1) with an outer surface and an inner surface; a 
cover 5, 7 including a flexible sheet-like element, and a linkage (attached to a lower edge of 
rightmost roof part 3, see marked-up copy hereto attached) disposed between the outer surface of 
the roof part and the cover in a closed state of the convertible top, the linkage being moveable 
relative to the roof part during an opening movement of the convertible top, wherein the cover is 
moveable away from the roof part during the opening movement of the convertible top so as to 
create a space for the linkage. 

With regard to claim 5, the cover includes a lateral border region, at least a portion 4 of 
the border region being secured to the roof part (generally at a front portion 4 thereof). 

With regard to claim 6, the cover is includes a strip of material. 

With regard to claim 7, the cover is apparently disposed at a lateral border region of the 
roof part in the closed state of the convertible top (Figure 5). 

With regard to claim 1 5, the cover is provided separately from an inner surface of the 
roof part (as best seen in Figure 1 ). 
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A llowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-4 and 10-14 are allowed. 

4. Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 4/1 3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With regard to the drawings and the claims, the objections therefore have been removed. 

With regard to the claim rejections, the applicant argues Jambor does not describe the 
linkage disposed between the outer surface of the roof part and the cover in the closed state that 
is moveable relative to the roof part. The examiner , disagrees and believes the cover part is 

moveable relative to a linkage (see marked-up copies of Figures 1 and 2, hereto attached).

With regard to new claim 15, this claim too has been rejected using the Jambor reference 
(see rejection set forth above and marked-up copies of Figures 1 and 2, hereto attached).
